igh up on. the vwooded slopes of 
■'Mount Revelstoke a long thin 
-une of black figures is silhouetted 
against a background of snow. Sud¬ 
denly a shot rings out and the thin 
black line breaks into a series of 
energized units. It is the start of 
Revelstoke’s latest innovation in the 
long list of thrilling sport spectacles 
which hundreds of visitors enjoyed re¬ 
cently during the city’s twelfth 
annual carnival. This latest winter 
pastime is known as the “mountain 
glissade” and was per'ormed at the 
Revelstoke carnival for the first 
time in Canada. 

Two thousand feet below the start¬ 
ing point, crowding the street ends 01 
the little town, vi. (tors and citizens 
alike watchco those alert black 
figures as tncy sprang away from the 
bluff, some to the right, some to the 
left, some straight ahead, but all 
downward, downward toward the 
distant goal within the town. Drop¬ 
ping swiftly down the first open ex- 
partse of snow the figures disappeared 
into the wooded dpo+r,cr tv.-. t-1 


ravine odly to emerge seconds later 
here andfthere, helter-skelter, through 
the trees and snow. jl 

There were spills a-plenty as down 
the mountain side plunged these 
mad ski-shod figures, facing unpre- 
mediated hazards every foot of the 
way. But skiers spill only to pick 
themselves up again, taking no count 
of bruises and scratches until the 
wild race is over. 

Gaining momentum in their down¬ 
ward course, the skiers veered sharply 
from trees and stumps, leaping 
through the wooded patches, gliding 
gracefully across the frozen benches 
of the hills, ignoring the kindly incline 
of the mountain road which they 
crossed and re-crossed in their direct 
descent. Figure after figure used its 
repeated levels as a take-off to carry 
them forward and downward in thei" 
mad rush through the frosty air. 

Suddenly all the figures were lost to 
view as they neared the foot of the 
mountain and disappeared into the

and balsam^.Thsierowds in the city 
streets converged to one point where 
the race was to finish. Then a shout 
went up as far across the railway 
tracks and rounding the last foothill, a 
swiftly glissading figure flashed into 
v-iew, and Nels Nelson, Revelstoke’s 
famous ski king, glided swiftly into 
the city street, down through the 
avenue of cheering crowds and past 
the tape. 

In exactly five minutes this in¬ 
trepid world champion ski-jumper 
had dropped more than 2,000 feet 
covering approximately two miles in 
his swift descent. Running him a 
dose second came Ernest Field, an¬ 
other Revelstoke boy who glided 
past the tape two minutes after 
Nelson. One after another the glis¬ 
sading skiers returned while the crowd 
lingered to give each one his mead of 
applause in a sport which is fast 
becoming a fine art at the various 
resorts throughout Europe and which 
has been introduced in Canada by 
progressive members of the Revel.

Her 
life was thecailmination of adorn¬ 
ment which intelligent and indus¬ 
trious womanhood brings to a 
home. 

Sihle, truly, was ‘‘A Mother in 
Israel” true to her faimily, true 
to her home. But that devotion 
did not withhold her from taking 
active interest and playing a large 
share in io)ur Municipal and Prov¬ 
incial affairs. Those who knew 
her work in connection with the 
Women’s Institute and in connec¬ 
tion witihi our Provincial Fairs are 
better able to write with more ac¬ 
curacy than is the writer of this 
short article. Her enthusiasm for 
(■■very good cause knew no bounds. 
Once she took her stand for or 
against any public question she 
kept it. There was no flinching 
with her and even (her imdld crit¬ 
icism which veered to the con- 


sive side endeared her to her op¬ 
ponents. Her mind and aetivi 
ties found ample scope in the 
fields of her choice. In the teach¬ 
ing of ihier Bible Clas s on Sunday 
afternoons. In her general and 
intense interest in educational 
matters to) the enactments passed 
by our Fedral and Provincial 
House she Fund her level and in 
those fields her mind could get 
full play. One wonders how a busy 
life on a farm could find time 
enough to gather up the general 
knowledge she possessed. After 
years of intensive study and in 
dependent thinking she built up 
a philosophy all her own. If God 
had seen it fit to lengthen her life 
with us tlbat accumuJafting store 
of resoursefulness at her com 
mand would, we feel sure-blossom 
forth in public recognition of her 
value. It goles without saying that 
Mrs. Armour was an outstanding 
woman. She was possessed of 
rare conversational charm, hum¬ 
orous find iclptimistie, affable and 
genial, courteous and sympathetic. 
And to criotwn all those graces; a 
woman of peace; a friend of ev¬ 


erybody and a wyiman who made 
tile Saviour of Mankind !hjer only 
copy. 

“Miuiltuimi in parvo” (much in 
little) is a striking-in manner ap¬ 
plicable to her. She was a wom¬ 
an 'of slender form, and a weak 
voice. N(o|t art all tihte robust per¬ 
son one would imagine her to be 
after reading one of her breezy 
pieces, hut within that slender 
form was a heart and a mind as 
broad as the Atlantic. Sfhle wrote 
for a long time in the Calgary 
Herald above the pen nature ‘‘Gin¬ 
ger Snaps. ” She has (been local 
correspondent to the “Edmonton 
Journal” and to thu “Elmonton 
Bulletin.’’ Sllile was a member of 
the “Canadian Womens Press 
Club’’ and all the work entailed 
was done pratieally during her 
spare (moments and the spare mo¬ 
ments of a farmers wife are not 
many as a rule. 

Much can be said about her as 
a writer but spiace will not per¬ 
mit us ttoi write all it merits. She 
was practical though deeply ting¬ 
ed with idealism. There was n'one 
of the mystic about her; not a dot 


She never travelled in the region 
of uncertainty nor did she care 
for any who did. She left that 
region to other explorers. She 
travelled along the heights where 
distance seems reduced and where 
soul stirrfng 'visions are received. 
Clear thinking enabled her to ar¬ 
rive at (bier conclusions with such 
a finality, in her own characteris¬ 
tic phrase “And that was that,” 
and that the end (of it. In de¬ 
scriptive language she approaches 
the charm of ‘Scott’ asd in grace¬ 
fulness of style she is much akin 
to Uble “Bronte” sisters. But it 
is not her writings that has made 
the indellible impressions upon us. 
it was her beautiful soul that 
seemls to fhlover around uis. It was 
her happy mtorning stmile, indic¬ 
ative of the calm, peace and depth 
that reigned within. She was 
a deeply religious wto|man, steep;- 
ed in the orthodoxy of (bier Father 
but broad minded enough to al¬ 
low others the liberty which SbeJ 
clai/m/ed in reliigdioius matters her¬ 
self. Never was she known to 
knock any person or cause that 
she thought was shedding bene¬ 
ficial influence over the young 
people of our communities. Con¬ 
servative she was to the back 
bone. She was a real imperialist 
bult in matters of religiloin she was 
as liberal as her master. 

Soime may wonder why this 
beautiful soul with such bright 
prospects was cut 'off so suddenly 
at the comparatively early age of 
46, when our comimunities need slo 
badly 'persons of her kind with 
the right timber in them. But she 
had a higher position to fill in 
the purpose c f her Lord and King. 
Sleep on thlciu great heart! We 
would' not disturb thy well earned 
rest by bemoaning in little selfish- 
sess our loss which is thy gain! 
“For we sorrow not as Others who 
have no hope” To tihte King of 
Kings we grudge thee not, though 
to grim death we do. Thou art 
numbered among that assembl¬ 
age of immortals in which we 
hope to have a place “Wfhlen the 
day breaks and the shadows flee 
away. ’’

mour, who though in comfortable 
circumstances is mruich poorer 
now as th(e result lolf this blighting 
blow which has come into i s life. 
T\oi er daugters and her two sons, 
in this their irrepairable loss, to 
Mr. and Mrs. H. Young her broth¬ 
er and to Mr. and Mrs. Jas.

Mrs. Neil Mac- 
Lean, one of the Hebridean matrons told how she 
got a book and learned how to make cakes. “A 
woman,” she said, “one of my neighbours, taught me 
how to make bread and I bake twice a week. I never 
saw bread before, till I came to Canada, but we all 
like it better than bannock now.” 

Mrs. MacLean’s husband was a sailor and fisher¬ 
man in the Hebrides and was always away. Mrs. 
MacLean now feels that it is good to have him at home 
on the farm as they feel so much more settled. On 
the Island they had s. small croft of twenty-five acres 
and kept two cows. Mrs. MacLean did the work while 
her husband was at sea. The whole family worked 
from dawn till late every night and yet they could 
not make enough to feed themselves. So they finally 
came to Canada. 

On their new farm of 160 acres near Evarts, Mr. 
and Mrs. MacLean, with their eight children, have 
'been settled for over two years. This year they 
threshed 100 acres of grain. One of the girls, who 
had some years of experience in service in the old 
country, is employed at Red Deer as a housekeeper at 
a very comfortable wage while six of the eight 
MacLean children attend school in the district of 
their farm and Mrs. MacLean says that they are ail 
very fond of their studies. The proud mother ex¬ 
plained that “At home they did not like the master

for the purpose of giving temporary accommodation 
to the Hebridean's while they are endeavouring to 
become located on farms. These houses are at pres¬ 
ent occupied by widows and their families and work 
is secured for the children who are old enough to go 
out to service. The younger children attend school 
in one of the Industrial buildings.

A Canadian Pacific touring steamship anchored off Martinique . 

D uring the latter half of the seventeenth century 
Port Royal, Jamaica, was the wickedest spot on' 
earth. That was when the “Brethern of the Coast,” 
hands of buccaneers and pirates, made their rendez¬ 
vous there. Today, the remains of that spot stand 
away from the land, a dot on the deep, near the 
mouth of Kingston Harbour. There is a sandy beach 
which looks like molten gold in the sunshine. There 
is a wide lagoon which looks like molten glass in 
the moonlight. Palms, marshalled in orderly rows, 
like stakes in a flooded meadow, reach half-way down 
the lagoon. There is an ominous quiet and stillness 
which belies the scenes of the furious battles for gold, 
when long ago, mahogany-coloured men with cut¬ 
lasses and forbidding looks, some in rags, others in 
silks, boarded proud Spanish galleons and took their 
wealth. 

Jamaica is a land of springs and forests, where 
long before the white man set foot, the native Caribs 
loved the paradise in which they hunted, fished, and 
danced, made canoes and smoked the leaf of a plant 
named “eohiba.” And, to signify the abundance of 
good things in the land, the Caribs called the ftland 
Xymaca. 

The Canadian Pacific liner Montroyal, which left 
New York on January 28 for the first West Indies 
cruise this winter, is now carrying delighted tourists 
to this little island of happiness. The vessel also calls 
at the Bahamas, a long stretch of verdant islands, 
rising only about one hundred feet above the shore 
line. 

There are about 3,000 islands in the group of 
Bahamas, but many of these are only tiny white coral 
outcroppings from the ocean. Among these is 
Watling’s Island, the first spot of land that Columbus 
saw on his voyage of discovery. Nassau, the capital 
city, is a white, sunny place, with long avenues on 
■which are planted rows of royal palms. The houses 
are like coloured illustrations from a book cf fairy 
tales. All are low, but some are white, others pink, 
and some are even orange and blue.
